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PEIRCE CITY'S TERRIBLE VENGEANCE

PEIRCE CITY, Mo., Aug. 2%4.—Southwest 
Missouri is gradually growing in@® a ‘‘col- 
orless’" community. Down here they call 
it the white man's heaven. 

This week Peirce City was added to the 
list of towns in this section of Missour! 
whence al] negroes have been driven forth. 

There are now five towns of considerable 
size along the Frisco line in which no ne- 
groes are permitted to live. There are sev- 
eral smaller towns to the south which must 
be classed as ‘‘colorless.”’ 

In this list are two Frisco Railroad di- 
vision towns—Monett and Newburg. 

Monett is 283 miles from St. Louis and 
five miles east of Peirce City. Newburg 
is midway between ‘Springfield and St. 
Tous. It is a small place, but sufficiently 
powerful to exclude the colored race. 

The thriving mining city of Aurora, a 
few mileS east of Monett, is negroless. It 
is said that a few negroes are employed 
in the mines underground, Sut no negro 
families are permitted to settle in the city 
ef 5000 inhabitants. 

Webb City, west of Peirce City, and about 
midway between Joplin and Carthage, de- 
nies to negroes the right of settlement. 


This is a place of about 10,000 people. 

South of Monett is Cassville, the capital 
of Lawrence County, of which Monett, 
with her 3600 population, is the metropolis. 
One negro was permitted to dwell in Cass- 
ville until a few years ago, when he died. 

Farther south is Rogers, just over the 
state line, in Arkansas, on the Frisco line 
to Texas. Rogers has no negroes and will 
permit none to live within its limits. 

Peirce City, the scene of one murder and 
three lynchings during the week, is a place 
of population. Since Thursday morn- 
ing no person bearing a trace of negro 
blood has been seen in the city. Old ‘‘Un- 
clé” Ben Kelly was the last of the Af- 
ricans. He was permitted to remain two 
days later than the rest of the colored 
citizens, to look after his chickens, When 
he took the train for Wagoner, I. T., 
ol ph morning, Peirce City became all 
w e. 

Four and a half miles southwest of Peirce 
ok lives a negro farmer, with his family. 

“The old man is all right,’’ say the Peirce 
City people. “la is the young ones that 
we don’t want around.”’ 

Nevertheless, the people of Peirce City 
and their neighbors from Monett and the 
surrounding agricultural community, in 
eter rid of the young ones, drove out of 
ne town every man, woman and child of 
color. 


Even Sun-Tanned 
Whites in Danger. 


So flerce was the opposition to negroes 
during the first half of the week that a 


white man with a sun-tanned face was in 
denger of being ordered to migrate. 

@ famous Order No. 11, which practi- 
cally depopulated some the counties in 
this section during the civil war, was not 
B80 severe and so sweeping as was the 
order of the Peirce City mob which drove 
out the negroes last onday night and 


Tuesday. 
By the operation of Order No. 11 white 
amiliés were compelled to leave their 
omes, sacrificing -their prapersy and in 
some instances, it has been declared, their 
lives; for the aged and the sick were in- 
cluded in the order which the federal gen- 
eral issued. 
In the order issued by the mob: there 
') »« were no exceptions. Al) persons of negro 
'~ gblood were included. any who were 
driven out are almost white—some of them 
the ge egy of white men. Some are old 
and some infirm. Some are infants in 
rms. Many families owned their little 
homes, All were compelled to flee for their 
ves. 

The immediate occasion of this depopula- 
tion was the fiendish murder of Miss Gris- 
elda Wild last Sunday, whom the people 
declare was killed by a negro. 

The murder of Robert Greenwood at 
Monett, in the fall of 1894, by a negro, was 
the beginning of the end. Greenwood was 

railroader. He was shot to death in 
Sonett, and the populace made short shrift 
of his slayer, a negro named Hulttt. He 
was hanged to a telegraph pole near the 
scene of his crime. 

The. Monett people did not stop at this. 
They declared that no negro should remain 
in the town. Within a few days every ne- 

family moved away. Among the num-. 
Sr were several Frisco train porters. These 
men came to Peirce City. Since that time 
no negro has been permitted to set foot in 
Monett without being taken in hand by a 
committee of citizens and escorted out of 
the town, with instructions to “git.’’ For 
seven yeurs, whenever a colored man has 
dared to invade Monett, he has heard the 
warning cry: 
“Get a rope!

“It was the wildest mob I ever saw, and 
I have seen several. I watched the at- 
tack on the, negro quarters from the ve- 
randa of the Windsor Hotel, across the 


railroad track. 
‘‘There- was a skirmish line drown up

was another. The burning of four other 
negro homes and the driving out of nearly 
200 negrves was still another. 

Will Godley was hanged not merely be- 
along the track, in front of the negro 
houses, with a considerable body of men 
at both left and right. The house of old 
French Godley was in the zone of a cross- 
fire. It was peppered from two directions. 
‘“‘After the torch was applied the whole 
scen2 was brightly illuminated. Five 
houses were burning, those of Shack Brin- 
son, Pete Hampton, French Godley, Mrs. 
mma Carter, the Windsor Hotel cook, 
and another. This made a line of flames 
half a biock long, which lit up Clear creek, 
in the rear, and the wooded ridge beyond. 
“The crack of the Springfield ries which 
the mob had taken from the armory was in- 
cessant. I could distinguish their sound 
from that of the shotguns, rifles and re- 
volvers carried by the other men. Pistols 
and all sorts of small firearms were pump- 
ing lead into the rare buildings. 

Old soldiers said it looked like an at- 
tack on a fort at night. The members of 
the mob were yelling and hooting. The ne- 
gro women and children were crying and 
screaming. And over all the flames shot 
up and the lurid smoke ascended to the 
clouds. 

“Fifty rifies and 800 rounds of ammuni- 
tion were taken from our armory. Most of 
the guns have been returned. Two hun- 
dred r@unds of ammunition have been 
turned in. I suppose the other 600 rounds 
were fired at the negroes.”’ 

Another citizen, who was nearer the 
ecene, describes the flight of the negro 
women and children. When the mob be- 
an firing, before the flames had edten 
their way above the roofs of the humble 
dwellings, the women and children re- 
mained indoors with the men. They 
crouched under the beds and behind chairs 
and tables. Mrs. Maria Moss, a colored 
“aunty,” well liked by all, hid behind her 
trunk. Three bullets crashed into it. Then 
she took refuge in a neighbor's cellar, with 
a number of others. 

When bullets came crashing through the 

thin wooden walis and whistled over the 
heads of the crouching families, the houses 
became useless fortresses. Besides, the 
flames were rapidly eating up the frail 
structures. 
The negroes had no alternative but to 
make a run for it. This, in the brilliant 
light of the flames, was exceedingly per- 
jlous. But they chose to risk bullets out- 
mee rather than both flames and bullets 
nside. 


Women and Children 

Ran for Their Lives, 

Peirce City then witnessed a scene not 
often beheld in Missouri, but familiar to 


soldiers recently home from the Philippines. 
Men and women and children darted out of 
the burning houses or crept along under the 
secant cover of the fences. Bullets hafled 
around them as they made their way to- 
ward the creek.

Two negro preachers, Rev. 8. S. Pitcher 
of Carthage and Rev. L. M. Smith of La- 
mar, were. in Peirce City during the ex- 
citement? They were driven out with the 
rest. Mr. Pitcher, pastor of the African 
Methodist Church of Carthage, tells this 
story of his flight: 


Negro’s Story of 
His Flight. 


“Rev. Mr. Smith and I had made ar- 


rangements to open a colored camp meet- 
ing at Peirce City. We went down Mon- 
day, intending to put up our tent and 
start the meeting that night, but the fiend- 
ish murder of Miss Wild so excited the 
town that I was warned by some of the 
citizens not to start the meeting. 

‘‘Monday night we were stopping at the 
house of James Cobb, just west of the 
houses that were burned down a little 
later. When the mob attacked the houses 
and began firing, we all dropped fist on 
the floor to keep from being hit. A volley 
came crashing in over our heads. After 
a while there was a lull in the firing and 
we all crawled to the cellar. 
that 200 shots were fired into Mr. Cobb's 
house before we got out. 

“When we saw that they were burning 
the houses next to us we concluded that it 
was time to get out. One at a time we 
crawled up the cellar stairs and made a 
dash for our lives. When one of us would 
jump out in sight a volley of shots would 
come after us. Some of the balls hit pret- 
ty ciose. 

“There were some weeds in the yard and 
we tried to use them for cover, but they 
were not high enough: One bullet hit a 
soap box near me as I passed. We all got 
to the woods without being hit. : 

“We walked eight miles to Berwick, then 
two miles and a half to Jolly, then fifteen 
mile@to Sarcoxie—more than twenty-five 
miles in all. There we took a train for 
Carthage, arriving Tuesday night. 

“On the road toward Sarcoxie we Saw 
a man plowing in a field. He ran to his 
house, got his shotgun and came into the 
road in front of us. We explained that 
we had to leave Peirce City and asked him 
the way to Sarcoxie, but he seemed so 
savage ‘that we passed on. I am utterly 
worn out with a night and a day of walk- 
ing, amid hostile white people. The whole 
eountry between Sarcoxie and Peirce City 
seemed to be aroused. My. church tent is 
still up at Peirce City and I don’t know 


when can get it.’

About 7% of the fugitives went to Spring-

story of her escape. She was in. the two-

in which the two negro preachers were 
staxing. 

“When the shooting began,’’ said Pinky 
Cobb, “‘my sister and her children got un- 
der a bed. I ran to the cellar, out feared 
that they were going to burn our house, so 
I went up the back stairs and started to 
run away toward Clear cree‘. 

“As soon as the men saw ine they began 
shooting at me. Three bullets came very 
closé.and I was so frightened that [ could 
hardly keep on my feet. I stopped at the 
well and swung myself down, nut I knew 
I would be drowned if I let go, ind shot 
if I didn't. So then I ran along. \’ben I 
got to the creek they were stiil. shooting at 
me, in the light of the burning buildings, I 
jumped into the creek and bent down iow 
to miss the bullets... Finally I got across 
and escaped up the hill. 

“After the shooting stopped and the 
mob went somewhere else I crept back. I! 
was so afraid up there among the trees 
that I just couldn't. stay. Some of the 
folks had returned to the house and barred 
the doors. I had to break in the door to 
enter.”’ 

Miss Pinky is a bicyclist. She left her 
wheel at Peirce City... She wears a hand- 
some silver watch and shows much taste 
in dress. She apologized for her appear- 
ance. 

‘“‘My good Clothes are all at Peirce City,” 
said Pinky. ‘“‘They made a monkey of me 
that night.”’

TROUBLE OVER QUAIL 


PROSECUTION BEGUN UNDER THE 
IOWA LAWS. 


U. S. LAW ALSO VIOLATED 


The Outcome of the Case Will Be of 
Great Interest to People in the 
Adjoining States. 


Special to the Post-Dispatch. 

DES MOINES, Io., Aug. 24.—Shippers of 
quail caught in Iowa and sent to other 
states are likely to have all sorts of trouble 
within the next month, as the first of a 
series of prosecutions under the Iowa game 
laws has been begun here. The prosecu- 
tions will affect Missouri indirectly, as it 
is stated that quail shipments from Iowa 
to Missouri have been numerous and sev- 
eral informations are about to be filed. 
Game Warden George A. Lincoln has 
been working on this matter very quietly 
for some time past, and: filed his first 
charge against Willlam Waggoner of, 
Polk County, who is charged with ship- 
ping quail out of the state in violation of 
the game laws. The charge will doubtiess 
be followed by prosecution in the federal 
court under the charge of violating the in- 
terstate commerce law. The Waggoner 
information is the first case the federal 
authorities have worked up under the new 
law. : 
In the information it is alleged that Wag- 
goner in January last shipped ten quail 
from Vandaiia, Io., to a game commission 
house In Chicago, in violation of the law 
which prohibits the shipping of quail out- 


side of the state. 

J. J. Holloran, assistant county attor- 
ney .of Polk County, stated that he will 
conduct the prosecution of this test case. 
He said that the federal officials found a 
box containing 44 quail in a Chicago com- 
mission house last January. They were 
billed as rabbits. The officials have been 
endeavoring to ascertain where they came 
from ever since and enly within the pust 
few days traced them to Vandalla and dis- 
covered evidence warranting them arrest- 
ing Waggoner. Discussing the legal status 
of the case, Prosecutor Halloran said: 

“It is provided by our statute ops case 
can be made for each bird shipped d the 
penalty fixed is $10 a bird. In this case we 
could ve made 44 counts in our infor- 
mation, but Warden Lincoln thought that 
ten counts would be sufficient.”’ 

Last- winter Congress passed a measure 
ee the interstate commerce law and 
making it an offense to ship game from 
one state to another in violation of the 
statutes In which the shipment originated. 
The minimum penalty provided is a fine of 

and costs. The bill was fathered by 
ongressman Lacey of lowa. 

It is likely that this Waggoner case wil! 
be made a test both in the state and fed- 
eral courts and on its outcome depends, 
toa t extent, the quail supply of such 
states as Missouri, Illinois and Nebraska.

A QUEER RACE FOUND 


CLAY-EATING PEOPLE DISCOV- 
ERED IN TENNESSEE. 


| : 
THEY LIVE TO THEMSELVES 


Eat a Bluish Mountain Clay, Resemble 
Corpses, Live in Huts and Never 
Reach Old Age. 


TULLAHOMA, Tenn., Aug. 24.—A day or 
two ago a party of prospectors in the 
mountains northwest of here ran upon a 
queer lot, or race, of people, living to 
themselves and almost entirely shut off 
from communication with the balance of 
the world. They live in the rudest kinds 


of huts, have few of the necessities of 
life and none of the comforts, yet in their 
sphere seem to envoy existence and are 
wholly oblivious to the busy hive of life 
around them. The appearance of the 
adults is that of living cadavers; their eyes 
are deeply sunken in the head, are devoid 
of luster and are dull and siu gish, the 
cheek bones are high; nose inclined to be 
what would be calied ‘“‘stubbed,"’ the lips 
are bluish-white, loking tor all the worid 
just lke a corpse, and the skin or com- 
lexion is a dirty pallor such as wouyid 
be that of a dead white person after de- 
composition had fully set in. The children 
all core the above described unearthly 
color and look to be  bloated—their 
stomachs being distended to an abnormal 
degree. None of them have other than 
a tew rags to hide their nakedness, so it 
was easy to see that the limb joints were 
swollen, while the remaining parts were 
shrunken and emaciated in the extreme. 

The men are shy and difficult to ap- 
proach in conversation, whe the children 
scamper away at the first sight of a 
Stranger and can be seen no more, ex- 
cept now and then one of their black, 
bushy heads may be seen peering out from 
under some friendly shrub. 

Upon investigation it was learned that 
there was a number of these famiiies 
scattered along the foot of the mountain, 
and the further information was gained 
that they belonged to a class, or sect, of 
people who make a practice of eating dirt 
—in other words, they are real ‘dir: eat- 
ers.’’ It was learned that they themselves 
are not only dirt eaters, but that their fa- 
thers before them practiced this strange 
habit and cultivated the unwholesome 
taste. By tendering to one of the more in- 
teiligent ones a small piece otf Uncle Sam's 
coin he was induced to talk, and stated 
that the kind of dirt used by these pecu- 
lier pre was a bluish oy which is 
found in certain sections of this mountain 
country—that it usually produced a sleepy 
feeling and that all who were addicted to 
the habit were victima of epilepsy. Hare- 
ly do any of them live to be more than 4 
or 50 years of age.

National Plate Jobbers Lower the Fig- 
ures 25 Per Cent. 

PITTSBURG, Aug. 24.—A cut of 2% per 
cent has been made in the prices on glazing 
quality plate glass by the National Plate 
Jobbers’ Association. This action was de- 
cided upon, owing to the unsettled condi- 
tion of the European market and low 
prices ruling abroad.

THE MINISTERS ARE TWINS 


THEIR BUILDING RESEMBLES A 
) STRANDED SHIP. 


Morr']1 Brothers, Facsimiles of Each 
Other, feck the Regeneration of 
Sailor Men by Boat, Wagon 
and Bicycle. 


CHICAGO, Aug. 2%4.—Out on the wide 
gweep of prairie land along the shore of 
Lake Michigan, in the suburbs of Chicago, 
stands what seems to be a stranded vessel. 
Above it project the stumps of two masts. 
The bowsprit remains, but beneath, instead 
of the usual figure head, is a cross made 
of heavy timbers. A close view of the 
stranded vessel shows that in reality it Is 
a building erected in nautical shape. The 
people in the vicinity call it the Gospel 


Ship, and by this ttle it is known to 
every sallor on the great lakes. , 
Its incorporated name is “The Goape 
Ship of the Morrill Baptist Church of Chi- 
cago,”’ and its-purpose is, as its founders 
pie it, “to rescue wave-beaten ship- 
tes lost in the stormy night of sin and 
{ting toward the lee-shore of destruc- 
tion, from the billows of annihilation. 
n from the side, tne Gospel Ship's 
resemblance to one of the big, clumsy, 
stanch, slow-going lake barges is very 
striking, but from in front or astern it is 
geen to have a much greater beam than 4 
ship of equal length—200 feet—would have. 
Four doors, two on either side, give ac- 
cess to it, instead of the usual gangways 
or ladders, and inside it is divided into a 
number of small rooms and one large 
meeting room, equipped with benches and 
an organ. On the hull are painted mot- 
toes, frequently changed, but always ex- 
pressive of good hope couched in nau- 
tical terms, such as “Pull for the Shore, 
Light in the Darkness,’ “Seek the

ers for Souls. 
Pee inexperienced visitor who has not 
heard of the ship is likely to believe hiia- 
self the victim of an optical illusion on 
his first visit if he happens to find the 
founders on hand. Sitting on the port 
side of the deck, dressed in a clerical b ack 
frock suit, with white choker and a nauti- 
cal, he will see a benevolent-looking man 
with that brand of side whiskers denomit- 
ted by the irreverent as ‘‘mutton chop. 

m the starboard side of the deck the vis- 
{tor will see apparently the same man, with 
the same whiskers, the same clerical garb 
and the same nautical hat. It is not a 
case of illusion, however, but of twins. 
The Rev. Messrs. Morrill, or, to give them 
their more familiar title, the Rev. Morrill 
Twins, are the founders, builders and cap- 
tains of the ship. 

The Morrills are regularly ordained Bap- 
tist clergymen, odagg | graduated from the 
Baptist Theological Seminary at Roches- 
ter, N. Y. Following a special bent for mis- 
sion work, they worked for a time among 
the slums of New York and other large ci- 
tles and became specially interested in wa- 
ter front mission work. For a time they 
conducted misison in Liverpool and other 
British seaports; then, returning to this 
Sony, they decided that the sailor of the 
Great Lakes was getting less attention as 
to his moral and religious warfare than his 
salt water brother, and that the vicinity of 
Chicago, where hundreds of lakesmen are 
laid off part of the winter, offered the best 
field for their endeavors. The Gospel ship, 
built from their plans, and partly from their 
own hands, is the.result. Its large meeting 
room will seat nearly 1000 people, and a still 

ter number can be accommodated on 
ts broad deck, where the summer services 
are held in pleasant weather. It has an ac- 
tive and honorary membership of 12,000. 
ooeeenS primarily intended to appeal to 
failors, the ship is open to all. There is a 
kitchen in the stern, and free meals are 
served to the needy, a practice which en- 
dears the institution to numerous tramps. 
The expense is sustained entirely con- 
tributions, as no pew rent is charged. 
Everybody who visits the ship is expected 
to attend at least one service at the call 
of the bell, which rings the hour, nautical 
fashion. There are special services for 
women, conducted by the Rev. Ella May 
ollett, who is an officer of the ship. While 

e institution is denominational, the serv- 
ices are made as simple as possible, so that 
they may appeal to persons of all denom- 
inations. usic plays a very large part 
in the services, hymns with nautical refer- 
ences being selected as much as possible. 
Both of the brothers employ seafaring 
terms and similes profusely in their ser- 
mons, which are short, simple and friendly. 

As a sort of side issue the Morrill Twins 

‘have had what they term a ‘‘gospel wagon” 
constructed. This is in the form of a boat 
on wheels, carrying two masts. It con- 
tains a small organ and a pulpit and is 
large enough for five or six aecale.

“It is well known 
that conditions of sanitation highly favor- 
able to the generation of typhoid poison 
prevail at small lakes and summer re- 
sorts.

The policeman contended that spooning 
in a wark carne under the latter head and 
hence arrested the loving pair, holding 
that hugging and kissing in a public place 
is an indecent act. 

When the officer reported his capture to 
the night captain the young people were 
immediately released, but a charge was 
preferred against them in the police court 
next morning by Officer Morgan.

FINDLAY, O., Aug. 24.—After 2% years of 
service a Presbyterian pastor, Rev. J. A. 
Green of McComb, finds himself confronted 
with a petition in divorce containing the 
most sensational allegations in regard to 
his treatment of his family. 

Last week his wife and three children 
suddenly departed from their home, taking 
with them most of the household goods. 
Mr. Green was absent at the time and ap- 
peared completely broken up over the 
strange disappearance of his family. He 
sought for and received the universal sym- 
pathy of the community and told astonish- 
ing tales of his wife’s conduct during their 
23 years of married life. : 

Mrs. Green went to Wales, N. Y., where 
the story of her disappearance reached her 
througn the newspapers. 


It was claimed'that her daughter, Cor 
aged 27, aspired to become an actress, an 
she had been encouraged in her infatua- 
tion by her mother. o clear herself of 
these suspicions, and seeing that publicity 
¢an no longer be avoided, rs. Green to- 
day filed her petition, in which she charges 
her husband with the most brutal treat- 
ment of her. 

Ten years ago, she says, while she was in 
a delicate condition, he beat her unmerct- 
fully and drove her from the house. The 
latest indignit® occurred last Easter, when, 
she claims, he pinched her and mistreated 
her and also threatened her daughter's 
life for interfering in her mother’s behalf. 
He is alleged to have said on one occa- 
sion, while abusing her: ‘“‘If I only had an 
ax, I'd finish you right.”’ 

Public sentiment in McComb ts about di- 
vided, and the greatest excitement pre- 
vails. Rev. Mr. Green has always been 
looked upon as a model man. His unfall- 
ing urbanity and geniality of disposition 
endeared him to his congregation from the 
beginning of his pastorate in McComb, 
and many people are loth to believe that 
he is guilty of the charges made by his 
wife. In fact. more are ready to accuse 
Mrs. Green of causing the trouble. It is 
claimed that the daughter, Cora. wanted to 
become an actress. and that her mother 
encouraged her in this desire. Cora Green 
is a beautiful girl and an accomplished 
musician, having graduated with honors 
from a Chicago conservatory.

Artificial Protoplasm Has Been Al- 
ready Produced, Which Lacked 
Only the Power to Repro- 
duce Itself; That 
Is, Life. 


PHILADELPHIA, Aug. 24.—The famous 
se Haecke] says that man will some day 
ewe how to make life—that he will know 
en! ‘to produce a living substance by ar- 

cial processes.” Perhaps the new cen- 
tury may hold in reserve this greatest 
marvel, which will enable the physiological 
chemist to assume the role of a creator. It 
may be only tn a small way, but it will be 
ap ig none the less. 
er » the problem is simply to creat 
2 of protoplasm, which is “the basis of 
all life, the clay of the tter—the sub- 
Stance, in short, out of which all animals 
and plants are built up. And, surely, that 
ought not to be so very difficult, consider- 
ng what very ordinary stuff protoplasm is. 
Take a spoonful of the white of an egg, and 
you have it, practically. White of egg, in 
fact, is nearly pure protoplasm. 

The composition of protoplasm being ab- 
solutely known, the chemist has no great 
trouble in imitating it. so many parts of 
oxygen, hydrogen, nitrogen and carbon are 
put 4 her, and there you are. Artificial 
protoplasm has been made out of albumin- 
ous substances and oils. and the produc. 
has ee had a movement of its own 
simulating life; but the movement was due 
merely to chemical causes. Viewed under 
the microscope, the stuff had exactly the 
Same apparent structure as protoplasm, but 
there was no life in it, and no reproductive 
Orne dite 

e erence between a thing livin 
and a thing dead is not a matter me sivas 
ture or chemical composition—the two may 
be exactly the same in both respects—but 
in the ability which the living thing has 
to renew its own cells and propagate fresh 
ones. Blood taken out of the veins of a 
living animal is the same as the kisod 
that remains in the veins, but the latter is 
continually developing new corpuscles—is 
alive, in other words—while the former 
does nothing of the kind. Why is it so? 
In the answer to that question Mes the arch 
secret of Dame Nature's laboratory. It 
has never been plausibly guessed at as yet, 
but there is no gees reason for taking it 
for granted that it will never be found out. 

Prof. Haeckel calls attention to the fact 
that in trying to create life man is only 
making an effort to accomplish what the 
plants in anybody's garden are doing al! 
the time. They take so many parts of 
carbon, hydrogen, nitrogen and ox ‘gen and 
convert them into protoplasms, the living 
substance. Science can combine these ele- 
ments just as nature does, the proportions 
being exactly known, but not yet so as to 
produce life.

MAJOR SWEET’S TROUBLES, 


A letter from Maj. O. J. Sweet of the Twenty-third In- 
fantry, attached to Gen. MacArthur's recently published re- 
port, throws sore light on the paradoxical conditions in Jolo 
and Mindanoa. Maj. Sweet says: 

“The question of slavery, although not recognized by the 
United States is still a fact and is a constant source of 
trouble on acount of the slaves escaping from one master to 
another, or being stolen. Whenever a question relating to 
slavery comes before me I simply make the owners prove that 
they are slaves beyond doubt, in which case I have nothing to 
do with them.. But in case I can pick a flaw in their title, I 
give the alleged slaves freedom papers. Thousands of Moros 
are held as slaves who are by right free people.” 

“Make the owners prove that they are slaves?” 

How can that be done? The thirteenth amendment to the 
constitution provides that slavery shall not exist within the 
United States or any place subject to their jurisdiction. How 
can the “owners” prove a legal status which does not and 
cannot possibly exist? 

“Pick a flaw in their title?” 

They have no title. How can there be a flaw in what has 
not as much substance as the hole in a cooky? 

“Moros held as slaves who are by right free people?” 

A “right” is defined in the law books to be “a well-founded 
claim.” But these people have no claim to freedom, They 
are free. 

If any persons, anywhere within the jurisdiction of the 
United States, are restrained of their liberty, they should 
without delay be afforded opportunity to obtain redress. To 
continue the fiction of a “state of war’ in order to evade the 
plain mandate of law is a quibble of policy, usworthy of 
Americans. No doubt, conditions in the archipelago are full 
of difficulty and there should be no partisan carping. But 
only insurmountable difficulty should prevent the discharge 
of that duty which the President so dearly loves. 


When the people of Peirce City take stock after the out- 
break of mob law they will find that mobs are costly agen- 
cies for punishing criminals. Several lives have been lost, 
several houses have been burned, but the principal criminal 
has not yet been punished.

W. H. H. Robinson, its leader, and gone 
over to the camp of .the victor. 

The result is that Fritz Scheel is the con- 


ductor of the Philadelphia Orchestra in- 
stead of Walter Damrosch, who_ was be- 
ing championed by Mrs. W. H. H. Robin- 
son. Not that Mra Cassatt does not ad- 
mire the young American conductor and 
comaposer and might at one time most 


willingly have co-operated in his _selec- 
tion, But for the reason that Mrs. W. H | 
H. Robinson forgot to invite Mrs. A. J. 
Cassatt to be a member of a certain com-| 
mittee which the former had named for | 
the purpose of raising a fund to endow 4 | 
proposed orchestra, of which Mr. Dam- | 
rosch was to be the leader. | 

3oth the contending parties have in turn 
been president of the Eurydice Club, ¢ 
ultra-social-amateur-female chorus. . 
late Michael H. Cross was the originator 
and conductor of the Eurydice, and for the | 
past two seasons it has been directed by 
Frank Damrosch. It was in the manage- | 
ment of this society and the selection of a 
conductor to succeed Mr. Cross that t e | 
ladies first crossed foils, but no open war- 
fare was declared until Mrs. Cassatt was 
ignored by Mrs. Robinson.

Mrs. Cassatt, the wife of the president of 
the Pennsylvania Railway, has long been 
a patron of music and is a close student of 
all that which is classical, while Mrs. W. 
H Robinson is an enthusiast among 
musical enthusiasts. She is the patroness 
of Davis Bispham in this city of his birth. 
Since Mr. Bispham has achieved fame there 
has been no season in which Mrs. Robinson 
has not promoted a number of song recit- 
als here in his behalf. 

One success after another followed in 
the management of everything Mrs. Robin- 
son atiempted, from the guarantee for the 
Damrosch opera season to the concert of 
1899 given for the Manila heroes. At this 
the Te Deum of Walter Damrosch was 
sung under his direction. Her favorite 
singers were the soloists, and Mr. Dam- 
rosch during the program was presented 
with a silver service by a group of his ad- 
mirers.

Liquidation in Corn Started 
by General Rains. 


CORN LOST MANY FRIENDS 


FOREIGN BUYING CHECKED THE 
DECLINE IN WHEAT. 


Corn Off Seven Cents Since Breaking 
of Drouth East of Mississippi, but 
Demand for Wheat Was 
Good. 


All the grain markets suffered big losses 
last week. 

Wheat declined %c to 1%c; corn, 8%c to 
5b%c, and oats, %c to Ic. 

It was the first severe setback the mar- 
kets had suffered since the drouth in the 
corn belt had been broken. 

When the market opened last Monday, 
it was raining in the Ohio river vala&y 
states. There had been much complaint 
from those states that the corn crop was 
suffering. 

From the states east of the river, the 
rains spread to those west of the river. 
With the rains came increased receipts 
of corn at the primary points. The coun- 
try sent in reports that the pastures had 
been saved and that the farmers would 
be able to raise enough forage to winter 
their cattle. 

The government weekly crop bulletin, is- 
sued Wednesday, reported marked improve- 
ment in late corn in Ohio, Indiana, Illinois, 
Nebraska and Kansas. The private advices 
were to the effect that the late corn had 
been benefited and that, unless frosts came 
early, a fair crop would be raised. 

All this started liquidation in corn, which 
ee to wheat. here was a stampede 
all week among the long holders of corn to 
sell out. No matter how emphatically the 
private corn crop advices were denied, the 
downward tendency could not be checked. 
Important lines of corn were let go, which 
resulted in many smaller holders being 
forced out on stop loss orders. The big 
dealers in Chicago and here, who were 
long on corn, sold out. So, from Monday 
until Saturday the market went down. 
Corn had lost its friends. Nothing, ap- 
parently, could check the market until 
everybody had sold out. 

When the market closed Saturday corn 
had suffered a loss of 7c since the drouth 
in the corn belt was broken. 

The rally came yesterday. By that time 
liquidation was over. Those who had sold 
out at good gains began buying back. The 
market closed with gains of %c to %c over 
the previous day. 

When the bell rang for the close yester- 
day corn was down 3\c to Sic for the 
week. Sept. closed at 66%c bid, Dec. at Bc 
asked and May at @%<¢c bid. 

Conservative grain men say that liquida- 
tion is now over, that most long corn has 
been sold and that a good rally should fol- 
low. 

Conditions Indicate 
Corn’s Advance. 

Beyond the recent rains, which caused 
a desire to sell out, there has been nothing 
in conditions to warrant the declines. Well- 
posted grain men said the corn had not 


been saved by the rains. But it was of 
no use. Everybody wanted to sell. 

Snow, statistician of the Chicago Board 
of Trade, issued a statement on Friday 
that the general corn situation west of the 
Mississippi river was no better than on 
Aug. 1 and that, while the drouth had 
been broen in the Ohio valley, the rains 
had come too late to help any except late 
corn. No attention was d to Mr.

HELD UP THE STOCK MARKET 


Excellent Bank Statement and Favorable Financial Reviews 
Prevented Usual Profit Taking Saturday. 


NEW YORK, jAug. 24.~—The siehaumainet

The steel strike cloud still overhangs the 
market and trade authorities point out con- 
siderable effect upon the market for prod- 
ucts already.

Operators in 
stocks are inclined to continue their an- 
alogy with last year’s events and point to 
the ultimate improvement in the anthracite 
trade, in spite of the shutdown of the 
mines. This sentiment may be the effect, 
rather than the cause, of the firmness of 
the United States Steel stocks, in which 
ne Gangs have been small and insigni- 

cant. 

The real pressure upon the stocks came

Money on call rules 
easy at the moment, but there is noin- 
ducement to make large commitments in 
stocks in reliance upon call loans. 

Already the interior is withdrawing funds 
from New York for the annual crop move- 
ment, thus belying the superficial view 
that the large resources of interior banks 
this year could relieve New York banks 
of this drain. This almost perennial ex- 
pectation is due to misconception of the na- 
ture of this interior demand. The pay- 
ments to the field laborers and to small 
farmers necessitates the use of actual cur- 
rency, the disuse of checks making impos- 
sible the economy of the circulating me- 
dium which results from clearing house 
operations with checks between banks. But 
this currency must be drawn from the 
cash reserves of the banks, thus contract- 
ing provortionately their credit resources 
based on vash reserves. 

The permission under the banking laws 
to interior banks to count as part of their 
legal reserves cash resources which are ac- 
tually on deposit with New York banks 
has the effect of converging this arnual 
demand for currency almost directly up? 
the cash reserves of the New York clear- 
ing house banks. The prospects are that 
the demand will be heavier than usual this 
fall. Government fiscal operations are mak- 
ing requirements upon the money market 
several million dollars in excess of last 
ear. The care with which the Bank of 

ngland is conserving its reserve, shown 
by the maintenance of the bank rate this 
week indicates that foreign markets expect 
demands upon them from New York to re- 
plenish the drain to the interior of this 
country.

and light, and posted grain men say the 
spring wheat estimate of a crop of $200,- 
(00,000 bushels im Minnesota and the Da- 
kotas will have to be reduced. 

The movement of wheat last week was 
on a more extensive scale than for some 
time. The farmers who held their grain 
back for stock feed sold freely, the break- 
ing of the drouth cutting down the country 
need of wheat. 

The foreign demand for wheat has not 
diminished, the foreigners have purchased 
at every drop in the market. Instead of 
decreasing, the estimate of France's import 
requirements has been increased gradu- 
ally. The crop in Russia has been dam- 
aged by drouth and that country will have 
to import a large amount of grain. For- 
eigners estimate that Europe will have to 
import at least 268,000,000 bu of wheat this 
year. Most of this will be purchased in 
America. 

The liquidation started in corn spread to 
wheat and the market suffered losses dur- 
ing the week, though not tn proportion to 
the losses sustained by corn.

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SPECULATIVE MARKETS DULL 


Wheat Closed With a Slight Gain, 
While Corn’ and Oats Recorded 
Losses. 


CHICAGO, Avwg. 24.—The leading :specula- 
tive markes were dull and featureless, but 
fairly steady today, Sept. wheat closing a 
shade up and corn at an equal decline. Oats 
closed \%c lower and provisions unchanged 
to 2% to 5c improved. 

Traffic in wheat was in small quantities, 


and as the situation showed no change, the 
usual dull and featureless affair known as 
the “Saturday market’’ was the result. 
Sept. ned a shade to %4%@c higher at 
70%c to 70%c and sold to 70c early on the 
weakness of the foreign list. A recovery 
to 70%c, followed on profit taking by shorts, 
Prices fluctuated the remainder of the ses- 
sion within the range thus established and 
closed steady, Sept. a shade higher at 70%c. 
Corn gave indications of having shaken 
out all doubters and insufficiently mar- 
gined supporters during the past two 
weeks’ decline. The market opened weak, 
but gradually improved when offerings of 
long corn were observed to be compara- 
tively small, and some of the heavier bull 
traders, who have been liquidating were 
soon to be starting again to accumulate 
new ey - of long corn.

ANDREW JOWNSONS ESTATE 


Old Receipt Book Found in the Su- 
preme Court Clerk’s Office Makes 
Interesting Developments. 


KNOXVILLE, Tenn.,- Aug. 24.—An inter- 
ing find has just been made in the Supreme 
Court clerk's office here. It was a receipt 
book filed by W. A. Allen, cjerk and 
master of Greene County, on May 6, 1831, 
and in it is tol€& in part the story of the 
division of a portion of the estate of ex- 
President Andrew Johnson, who had then 
been dead only about six years. It con- 
tained fully a hundred receipts, showing 
how the funds were distributed, dated from 
Sept. 10, 1875, to Feb. 10, 1877. They have

It is seen that Andrew Johnson, Jr., re- 
ceived the largest amount and that is what 
leads to the opinion that this book does 
not cover all of the property involved. As 
it is, however, it shows the estate of ex- 
President Andrew Johnson to have been 
very extensive and valuable as well. 

One item of thetic interest is a receipt 
for $30.8, “paid in part of burial ex- 
penses.”’

Columbia is decidedly Democratic, but in 
order that politics may be eliminated from 
school matters the Republicans are allowed 
two members and the Democrats elect the 
other four. Last spring one Democrat and 
one Republican were elected. The newly 
elected Democrat oman with the Republic- 
ans in the contention. 

The negro principal of Fred Douglass 
School last year is a Democrat, H. A. 
Clark, who'came here from 8t, Louis three 
years ago. Clark is a light-compiexioned 
negro and is, even by his opponents, con- 
ceded to be, as far as educational ability 
is concerned, the brightest negro ever em- 
ployed in the Columbia schools. He is a 
graduate of Gaines High School at Cin- 
cinnati and is a negro who is well liked 
among the white people of the town. He 
is the son of Peter H. Clark of St. Luuls 
and formerly held the chair of English in 
the Mississippi State Negro College at Al- 
corn, Miss. He was a man of few words 
and was seldom seen on the street. He 
had his friends and enemies. The latter, 
just before school closed lust spring, 
charged him with undue intimacy with a 
negro girl who had attended his school. 
Clark denied the story and at hearings be- 
fore two tribunals—the county commission- 
er of education and the county grandjury--— 
was honorably acquitted and exonerated of 
all charges made. The girl and her parents 
were present at both meetings and she told 
her story in a brazen-faced, shameless way, 
which destroyed any conviction of Clark's 
guilt which the officlals might have pre- 
viously entertained. 

The vote at a subsequent directors’ meet- 
ing was as above—a tie. Numerous ballots 
have since been taken, but without change. 
Three weeks ago a petition, purported to 
have been signed by 211 of the school’s 
matrons, was presented through a local 
newspaper. The other side immediately ap- 
pointed an investigation committee of ne- 
groes, with Rev. Rungan, the lead- 
ing negro preacher, as chairman, which re- 
ported that only 63 of the names signed 
were patrons, some of the signatures being 
men in other parts ot the country, some o 
negro bums around town, and others of ne- 
groes who have long since put on the robes 
of immortality. 

The trend of events was perfectly natural. 
The next week there appeared in the same 
paper a petition asking for Clark’s re-elec- 
tion signed by his friends. The school- 
board in the meantime met and balloted 
—the result not changing. 

Last week a peivce appeared in a lo- 
cal paper signed by 80 Columbia business 
men and firms, representing 90 per cent 
of Columbia’s business men, requesting 
Clark’s re-election. The petition was ad- 
dressed to E. F. Ammerman, the newiy 
elected Republican member, asking him to 
yote for Clark. A meeting has since been 
held, but “time has wrought no changes.” 
School will open in two weeks and the 
prospects are that Fred Douglass school 
will have no principal.

LEFT FOR SAFE KEEPING 


It Cost the Creditor’s Victim Who 
Listened to a Smooth Swindler 


the Sum of $7200. 


TOLEDO, O., Aug. 24.—The sequel to the 
story which surrounds the famous gold 
brick now on exhibition in the county 
treasurer's office, came to light yesterday 
and the result was that the old brick, rich 
in romance, had te be taken out of the 
safe and exhibited to a curious public. 


The man who went up against the gold 

brick fake and bought it for $7200, it is said, 
died yesterday. John Groll, an aged farmer 
in Oregon Township, who has lived on the 
east side for nearly two score years, be- 
ing one of the pioneers. 
. The gold brick swindle became famous 
throughout the United States and at that 
time J. T. Norris was a tamous detective 
and came to investigate the case, He 4eft 
the brick at the old courthouse about 1592 
for safe keeping and it has been with 
county treasurer ever since, as no gone 
has ever claimed it. 

It is 15 inches long and coated with gold 
dust. Several holes are bored in it where 
the swindler showed the innocent purchaser 
to bore. He did it and of course struck 
pure gold and couldn't hurry up fast 
enough to buy it, only to find how he had 
been swindled. The brick is nothing more 
or less than gun metal, but it answered 
its purpose just as well as if it was pure 
gold. ; 

John Groll, who received national promi- 
nence as the purchaser, Was yesterday 
driving to town when the spoke of his 
hay rack broke and he fell to the ground, 
striking his head on the pavement. He 
never recovered consciousness and yester- 
day he died, leaving only a widow. He 
owned a great deal of valuable property, 
as during his long life he had worked dili- 
gently and had heaped up a neat fortune. 
He was about 8 years old, and Thomas 
Crofts, who owns an adjoining farm, says 
he has been on the East Side nearly 40 
years to his knowledge. He lived on Wood- 
ville street about a mile beyond the city 
limits, in Oregon Township, and was a very 
well-known pioneer of East Toledo,

NUTRITIOUS AS POTATOES 


But for False Ideas Variety and Good 
Results Would Come With Rice, 
Corn and Hominy. 


CHICAGO, Aug. 24.—Throughout the riv- 
er wards of the city, where poverty dwells 
and lives of misery are common, there is 
a famine of vegetables. Even the potato 
is missing, for it has ceased to be a neces- 
sity and becomes a luxury—a dish for the 
rich, 

At the Columbus building food labora- 


tories and at the offices of the state pure 
food commission yesterday it was declared 
that if the poor would only put aside their 
-false ideas of the necessity of potatoes 
and vegetables they could have variety 
and all the good effects of the same with 
rice, corn and hominy. These, it was as- 
serted, are cheaper and more nutritious 
than potatoes. State Analyst E. N. Eaton 
and Dr. Evans of the Columbus food lab- 
oratories assert that all that prevents such 
famines from being a thing of ‘tthe past is 
prejudice. They say boiled rice and boiled 
potatoes are similar in their ingredients, 
and present the following comparative 
analysis: 

Potatoes have 7544 per cent of water and 
rice 72% per cent; potatoes have 2.22 per 
cent of albuminous matter and rice 2.8 
per cent; potatoes have 20 per cent of 
starch and rice 2.10 per cent; potatoes have 
01 per cent of mineral matter and rice 
three-tenths of 1 per cent. 

This, it is claimed, makes the two simi- 
lar in health-giving powers, but with rice 
at 10 cents a pound, as it is now, it is 
over 25 per cent cheaper. The figures of 
corn and potatoes show even a more 
marked advantage for corn, as it is but 66 
cents a bushel sack. Said Dr. Eaton: 
‘““‘Muscle and brain are built up better by 
corn and rice than by potatoes. They con- 
tain more phosphates and protein, and both 
are necessary. They can be prepared suit- 
able to the palate in a thousand ways, and 
there {s no need of a cry for potatoes. 
There is a form of red rice that can be 
bought for a song. It is as nutritious as 
the ordinary rice, but is barred from fan: 
cy sales because of the streak ofe red 
through it. The poor should buy it, and I 
cannot understand why they don't. It is 
palatable, easily cooked and a great health 
producer.

ELECTION PROBLEM.

ALL COUNTED AT LAST VOTE 


Voter Pulls a Lever and Lowers a 
Key for Each Name and Machine 
Does the Rest. 


PITTSFIELD, Mass., Aug. 24.—William 
M. Delavey of this place has invented a 
voting machine which he claims will solve 
the problem of honest elections. It will 
make known the result of the election im- 
mediately after the last man has voted and 
the polls are closed. 

The new machine is simple in arrange- 
ment and simple in use. It is about three 
feet square, very shallow, and, when sup- 
ported upon its legs, the top stands about 
six feet from the floor. The back, when 
closed, resembles a black cabinet. 

When the citizen advances to vote he 
opens the door at the front of the ma- 
chine, closing it as he passes in. This 
door, with the exit door, forms a booth 
where the voter has perfect secrecy. | In 
front of him, on the face of the machine, 
is a complete Australian ballot list, with 


the names of the candidates. At the head 
of each column is the party emblem and a 
lever, which, if pulled down, indicates a 
straight vote for that party. At the left 
of each name on the ballot, where the 
marking space ordinarily would be, is a 
small key. 

The lever, when pulled down, lowers all 
the keys; if there is a man on the ticket 
for whom the citizen does not wish to cast 
his vote, he lowers the key opposite the 
name of his choice. In other words, in- 
stead of ‘‘making a cross in the circle,” 
= the lever; instead of crossing, lower a 


ey. 
A man may change his vote §& times. 


Only the keys that he leaves lowered are 
fina ly registered. He can leave but one 
key down for each candidate, because as 


soon as he lowers a new key the old key 
is automatically raised. 

When the citizen has satisfactorily ar- 
ranged his vote he registers it, almost 
unconsciously, by opening the door to 
leave the booth. By pushing the door his 
vote is registered on the machine behind 
the keys. 

When the polls are closed the back doors 
are unlocked and the complete vote for 
each candidate is registered—no clerical 
counting, no disputed tickets, no votes 
thrown out. 

Arrangements are also made on the ma- 
chine for voting for men not regularly 
nominated; for women entitled to vote 
for certain offices only, and for cases when 
men do not desire to vote a complete tick- 
et. With its simplicity, economy, accu- 
racy and honesty, there seems to be no 
reason why the new voting machine shouid 
not be put into use at once—even in the 
election next November.

TO MAKE DARING TRIP

He Is Going Into the Fastnesses of East Tennessee, Where 
Every Stranger’s Life Is in Peril, to Look 
Up Some Property, 
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Police Officer Parker C. Thompson, who 


‘could, if he chose, pose as the ‘‘dandy cop- 


per of the Broadway squad,’ has been 
granted a ten-days’ leave of absence to 
undertake a remarkable journey to consum- 
mate a remarkable undertaking. 
Thompson is to visit the mountain fast- 
nesses of East Tennessee to look over some 
property of which he is a part heir. He 
leaves Monday night. 

This seems commonplace on the face of 


it, when the inhabitants of these moun- 
tains are omitted from consideration. Many 
strong-minded men have gone to the East 
Tennessee mountains to ‘‘take a look at 
the country.””" Many of these are buried 
right where they fell in those same moun- 
tains, and generally near some illicit 
whisky still. 

Thompson's brother-in-law, Harry Fisher 
of Pittsburg, Pa., visited this section three 
years ago to pay taxes on the property 
in question. Every stranger in that coun- 
try is suspected of being a revenue offi- 
cer, and they don’t even give you time 
to pay your taxes—though they need the 
money. Fisher arrived at the village of 
Huntsville for supper, but he took break- 
fast on a northbound train.

Fisher wrote Thompson advising him 
to let the property alone for awhile until 
the moonshiners should permit a little 
ethical culture to sip into their hides. He 
explained the circumstance that strangers 
generally fell near some ‘‘still,” by the 
fact that you couldn't fall anywhere in 
the neighborhood without falling near 
some ‘‘still.”’

Style of Architecture Will Be Italian 
Renaissance—Great Work Done at 
the Architects’ Meeting in 
New York. 


Isaac R. Taylor, chairman of the archi- 
tectural commission of the World’s Fair, 
whose official title is ‘‘director of works,” 
returned last night from New York, where, 
at a meeting of the Exposition architects, 
the general scope and architectural style of 
the World's Fair were definitely outlined. 

The architects were in session about a 
week. 

‘We inaugurated,”’ said Mr. Taylor to the 
Post-Dispatch, ‘‘all of the preliminary steps 
necessary to the beginning of actual work 
on the World's Fair.’”’ 

The sessions were attended by the follow- 
ing architects, who are members of the 
commission appointed to draw up the plans 
and supervise the general building of the 
Fair: 

Cass Gilbert, John Cerrere and Thomas 
Hastings of New York, C. Howard Walish 
of Boston and James Knox Taylor, United 
States supervising architect at Washing- 
ton. 

The latter attended the meetings on be- 
half of the United States government and 
announced to the commission -that Uncle 
Sam was prepared to spend an additional 
$250,000 or more if necessary to erect a suit- 
able government building. 

The government architect also went over 
the general plans with Mr. Taylor and his 
associates, 

Mr. Taylor reached Union Station over 
the Big Four road at 9:45 o’clock + last 
night. Hea was fatigued after the long 
journey, out consented to talk World's 
Fair to the Post-Dispatch. 

It was suggested to Mr. Taylor that 
there was considerable anxiety on the part 
of everyone to know just when the work 
of definitely shaping the World’s Fair 
would commence. 


Plans Are 
About Settled. 

*T do not think there need be any worry 
on that score,’ said Mr. Taylor. “Of 
course we have a vast task—one whose 
enormity cannot be realized—before us, but 
we have been going ahead at a substantial 
rate of progress, accomplishing much ev- 
ery day, and now are in a position to an- 
nounce that our plans are practically set- 
tled. 

“By that I mean that we know what 
the World's Fair is cing to look like. It 
will be a colossal affair, bigger and grander 
than anything civilization has ever wit- 
nesscd. 

“It will take work—hard work—to bring 
our plans to fruition by 1903, but that is 
one of the things we are going to do. 

“Just as soon as I can see the members 
of the executive committee I shall lay be- 
fore them the result of the labors of the 
architectural commission. 

“Now, in advance, I may say the 
World’s Fair will be of the Italian renais- 
sance style. There will be no general color 
scheme like the Chicago World's Fair, 
which was called the white city.’’ 

“Then the impression that a severe 
classical style would distinguish’ the 
World's fair is incorrect?’ 


Reports Were 
Mostly Guesswork. 

“Most assuredly so,” he replied. “‘As a 
matter of fact there have been all sorts of 
reports out as to what the style would be, 
but for the most part they were guess 
work. i 

“Tl saw many newspaper men in New 
York, but decided not to discuss any 
World's Fair plans until I reached St. 
Louis. 

Questioned as to the extent of the 
World’s Fair grounds Mr. Taylor said: 

“We shall use all the space available in 
Forest Park and many acres more. I think 
there will be more ground than at the Chi- 
cago Exposition.”’ a 

“Will there be a court of honor? 

‘‘Now vou are getting on the question of 
design. We have done little about the de- 
signing. That is simply the execution of 
our general plan. 


Plans Permit 


Introduction of Ideas, 

‘What the architects’ commission did 
was to draw up the plans so as to permit 
of the introduction of any idea such as a 
court of honor and so on. 

‘But in this connection it may be stated 
that the architects desire original ideas 
As to the entrance to the fair that is also 
another design that will have to be con- 
sidered.”’ 

“Would you mind estimating how soon 
the department of works will be able to be- 
gin active operations?’ 

‘TT would not like to venture an answer 
to that question, but the people can rest 
assured that from this time hence there 
will be no unnecessary delay.”’ 

In regard to the most important feature 


* 


‘of the Fair, Mr. Taylor made this state- 


ment: 
‘We will have so many features that it 


will be hard to say which will be of the 
greatest prominence..”’ 

It will be remembered that at the Chi- 
cago Exposition the Manufactures and 
Liberal Arts building attracted wide at- 
tention. It was a mammoth affair, being 
over 1700 feet long, 300 feet high and about 
400 feet in width. 

At night the exterior was illuminated 
with electric globes, gave the structure a 
striking appearance. 

In referring to that feature of the Chi- 
cago Exposition last night Mr. Taylor re- 
marked that the Loulsiana Purchase states 
would show spmething still more impress- 
ive. 

“The government building will be some- 
thing out of the ordinary,” said Mr. Tay- 
lor. While it will be modeled of course 
after the United States treasury building 
there will be many new features in struc- 
tural style.

The kindergarten rooms will be used for 
social settlement meetings in the evening. 
All the people in the neighborhood will be 
invited, especially the younger ones of both 
sexes.

A Prosperous, Conservative Concern 
Deliberately Wrecked by the Di- 
rector, Who, Now in Prison, 
Hears Execrations on 
Himself,

BERLIN, Aug. 8.—Never since Germany 
stepped into the arena of industrial and 
commercial powers has the financial out- 
look of the country been so troubled. All 
the greed and lust of gain have not been 
free from an element of criminality. 

The smashes culminated in the stoppage 
of payment by the Leipsic Bank. This was 
an old-established, conservative concerR, 
All went wel) until about five years ago, 
when a certain Herr Exner became direct- 
or. Exner was then known in the financial 
world as a young man of brilliant gifts. 
He had been to China on a Government 
deputation to study the commercial ques- 
tions of the East, and had a reputation 
gecond to none. 

The capita] of the bank was about $5,000,- 
000 when he joined ‘it. He rapidly ran it up 
to $16,000,000. He lived extravagantly, in- 
habited a gorgeous villa and made merry. 
His fellow-directors had complete conti- 
dence in him. ‘ 
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LONDON, Aug. 2%.-—The proposition to 
cut the ocean record down to four and a 
half days by adopting Berehaven, in Ban- 
try Bay, Ireland, as a port of departure 
for New York, astounds the owners of 
steamship lines who are now straining 
every effort to cut the record to five days. 


Exner saw his way to a great coup and

the bank had lent the Cassel grain-drying | 
firm about $20,000,000 and the enterprise was 
paying some years 6) per cent dividend—of 
course, out of the money lent by the bank. 

Exner bought Cassel shares when they 
were next to nothing and soid them when 
they were quoted high above par. He must 
have realized $5,000,0u0 on the shares. 

There were electrical works in Dresden 
and Nuremberg, also in Bosnia, to which 
the bank had lent large sums, and which 
were skeleton concerns. Exner drew to 
himself a number of workers as directors, 
among them Schroder and Gentzsch. 

Like a bolt from the blue sky came the 
crash. The directors of the bank an- 
nounced that they had stopped payment, 
but informed their v’ctims that if they 
only had patience all their claims would be 
met. They were about $25,000,000 to the 
bad then. 

Days of panic and wild talk such as 
Leipsic had never known followed. The 
customers of the bank stormed the officers, 
but they found the pay desks closed. Wo- 
men wept, fell fainting, and were carried 
out. 

In the midst of the general excitement 
came the news of the Cassel firm’s — 
sonore a 4 insolvency. The bank books 
Showed that in no single case had the ad- 
vances to the grain-drying business been 
reported. It had all been done in secret. 

Lohmann’s hig fiannel works dropped 
$200,000; a huge paper manufactory lost 
$270,000; the Humanitarian Institute of Leip-

lost $125.000, and it is computed that of the 
small people concerned over 250 must go in- 
to liquidation at once and over 1500 fami- 
lies are practicaily ruined.

LONDON, Aug. 4.—A new British air- 
upon which the inventor, Thomas 
uchanan of Portsmouth, has been work- 
ing 20 vears, will be completed in a few 
weeks, it is expected.

LONDON, Aug. 24.—Some trouble arose a 
few days ago over_an effort to Have the 
color line drawn at Stermin’s Hotel, Vic- 
toria street. 

Four negro delegates from America to 
the Ecumenical Methodist Conference put 
up at the hotel. A large number of Ameri- 
can were already lodged there. After din- 
ner on the evening the negro delegates ar- 
rived a deputation consisting of four Amer- 
ican gentlemen and two ladies waited on 
the hotel manager, Harry Richardson, and 
asked that the colored guests be accommo- 
dated elsewhere. 

Manager Richardson replied that color 
made no difference with him so long as the 
conduct of the guests was orderly and 
their accounts were paid. He pointed out 
that he had Indian and African princes and 
princesses staying there when the hotel 
was full of Americans and no complaint 


had been raised. 
The black delegates are still at the ho- 


tel and only two Americans left on account 
of the manager's refusal of their request 
to turn the negroes out. 

Similar trouble occurred in 1889, when 60 
Methodist ministers came over to attend a 
conference. ‘Two of the clergymen were 
negroes and, as the others refused to live 
at the same hotel or associate with them 
in any way, the tourist agency which had 
made the arrangements had not only to re- 
fund their money to the boycotted men, 
but compensate them handsomely as well.

Mr. Strunk had on exuibition at the City 
Hall a soft maple tree, 55 feet in height 
and 16% inches in circumference, which, he 


said, Was raised from ‘‘gumbo”’ soil near 
Breese’s lake, in Illinois, and which he is 


to transplant in Missouri soil as a fur- 
ther experiment. 

Trees are like people,’ said Mr. Strunk. 
They must be treated with care and con- 
sideration. When the bark on a tree be- 
comes torn or strained. that tree needs 
treatment, and unless the injury is cared 
for, death will result.’ 

“How do I get the trees out? With a spade 
and mattock, exercising great care all the 
while I am digging, not to cut the roots. 

J, eperally dig in a circle about eight or 
ten feet around the tree and to a depth of 
about two feet. Having loobenad the 
round thus, about the roots, I then apply 
orse-power and simply pull the tree up.»

“Trees have also to he acclimated and 
need more or less watching and care for 
two years after being transplanted. if 
properly cared for they will grow as if 
nothing had ever happened.

BALTIMORE OYSTERS DELAYED 


Maryland Laws Prevent St. Louis Ca- 
terers From Serving Luscious Bi- 
valve Until Sept. 4. 


Each year, as September rolls around, 
the paragrapher tries to get up something 
new concerning the festive oyster and the 
first month with on ‘‘r’’ in it—so does the 
average space writer, but it is hard thrash- 
dng over old straw. 

Here, however, is something new, at 
least to the westerner, concerning the Ches- 
apeake Bay oyster, the laws regarding its 
capture out of season, and the fact of its 
transportation to Europe in quantities and 
the manner thereof. 

Oysters may be bought all the year 
round, it is true, as the New York and 
Louisiana legislative bodies have, strange- 
ly enough, passed no laws to protect the 


oyster in the breeding season. There are 
those who believe that the oyster is equally 
mutritive at all seasons, and who think that 
the only reason it is not snipped to the in- 
terior tween April 30 and Sept. 1 is be- 
cause the hot weather precludes transport- 
ing it in good condition. 

uch is not the case, however. The oys- 
ter if eaten direct from the beds in the 
bre season, which begins about May 
1 and ends in August, is unhealthful, and 
an infallible sign that the female oyster is 
breeding is its milky appearance, which is 
apparent throughout the breeding season. 

ut is for the preservation of the 
oyster, rather than for the protection of 
the public against unhealthful food, that 
egisiation against indiscriminate oyster 
fishing is directed. It is as necessary as 
the laws against the slaughter of game 
and birds during the breeding season. The 
oyster is prolific above all shell fish, so 
much so that, if all that are hatched 
ed maturity, they would, it is calcu- 
ated, actually become numerous enough 
to choke bays and obstruct navigable ports. 

As it is, however, the young oyster is 
exposed to such a multitude of aquatic 
enemies that hardly more than 10 per cent 
live beyond the age of adolescence. 

The Maryland Legislature, intent on pre- 
serving the succulent oyster of Chesapeake 
Bay, passed a law under the terms of 
which no one outside the state can enjoy 
it even on the first day of the first month

SAN FRANCISCO, Aug. 24.—Joseph D. 
Redding, the attorney who represented 
Princess Von Hatzfeldt in the compro- 
mise of her claim against the estate of 
Cc. P. Huntington and secured $6,000,000 
will receive $300,000 for his services. An in- 
timate friend of the persons interested 
made the positive statement that a check 
for this sum would be handed to Redding 
immediately upon the payment of the $6,- 
600,000 to the Hatzfeldts.

From Poverty to 

Great Wealth. 
The Princess Hatzfeldt is the niece of the 
first Mrs. Huntington. 
She was the child of Mr. and Mrs. Ed- 
ward Prentice of the capital city of Call- 
fornia. Her father was a humble grocer. 
She never saw him. In the great flood of 
1862, still remembered by elderly people, he 
was drowned. Everything was swept away 
at the same time and the widow and or- 


phah saw and felt poverty. 

Collis P. Huntingtcn was then begin- 
ning his wonderful career, which made 
his name one of national fame. He was 

rospering in business in Sacramento, and 
had married the sister of Mrs. Prentice. 
To add to Mrs. Prentice’s woes, another 
life was coming to make the problem of 
her life still more difficult to solve. 

Colis P. Huntington was not a father. 
His wife, Mrs. Prentice’s sister, proposed 
that they adopt the little stranger, who 
soon made her appearance. Mr. Huntington 
agreed, and the chiid, as soon as it was 
able, changed her qurters from poverty to 
the abode of riches, and has never known 
any other condition. 

At that time Mr. Huntington was mak- 
ing the grand coup of his life, the building 
of the Central Pacific Railroad by Govern- 
ment aid.

OYSTER BAY, L. IL, Aug. 24.—The Co- 
lumbia glided across the finish line at 8 
minutes past 4 o'clock this afternoon for 
the eighth time a winner over the Consti- 
tution. 

And the most cordial salute that greeted 
the old champion came from the steam 
yacht Erin, having on board Sir Thomas 
Lipton, who had himself been beatesn three 
times by the, same boat. 

There was no second, for the Constitution 
had quit. 


After sailing once around the courae of 
the Seawanka Club with the Columbia 47 
seconds a winner, having gained on every 
leg, — boats ran into a terrific rain 
squall. 

hey groped about for some time in the 
downpour and shifting breezes hardly able 
to see two lengths ahead. 

At last the weather cleared a bit. The 
Columbia picked up the mark, which was 
the first second round, and stood for it. 
The Constitution, however, had already 
withdrawn. Having sent down her big top- 
sail, she was headed for Oyster Bay. The 
Columbia kept on, finished the race and 
took the cup. 

Today’s race marks the finish of the pre- 
liminary or tuning up series between the 
Constitution and Columbia. They now come 
to the trial races off Newport, under the 
auspices of the New York Yacht Club. 
The boat winning two out of three of 
these races, provided there has been a fair 
test of speed in average cup conditions, 
will undoubtedly be selectd by the Ameri- 
cas cup to sail in the international races 
against the Shamrock. 


Columbia Seems Better 
Than the Constitution. 
Beginning July 1, the two candidates for 
the honor of defending the cup have made 
19 starts. Out of these, there have been 16 


finishes, an unusually large number. The 
Constitution has won eight and the Colum. 
bia eight. But these figures, taken alone, 
do not quite represent the respective mer- 
its of the two boats as shown by the con- 
tests already sailed. 

A brief review of the results shows that 
the Constitution has shown superiority in 
light breezes and smooth seas only. The 
Columbia has never been beaten in any- 
thing like a strong wind, with one excep- 
tion, when on Aug. 1, off Newport, she suf- 
fered a mishap in a hard hammer to wind- 
ware in the strongest breeze of the whole 
eries.

MANY VICTORIA AUTOGRAPHS 


Springing From So Many Sources, 
They Amaze and Vex King 
Edward’s Court. 


Special Cable to the Post-Dispatch. 
(Copyright, 1901.) 
LONDON, Aug. 24.—There are amazement 
and indignation at the court of King Ed- 
ward on account of the large number of 
Queen Victoria’s private autograph letters 
that have recently been offered for indis- 
criminate purchase. 
These include confidential communications 
to members of the royal family and to for- 
eign sovereigns. It is believed that these 
documents came into possession of ser- 
vants of the recipients, who care not who 
obtain them so long as the price is satis- 
factory. Several specimens are believed to 
have been secured by Americans. 
The King, however, has given:his con- 
sent to the publication of a collection of 
drawings by the late Queen, and the prom- 
ised volume is eagerly awaited. 
Most of the drawings that will make up 
this volume occupied the leisure moments 
of Victoria during the early years of her 
married life. Much of her work was etched 
by Prince Albert and printed on a press 
which he caused to be set up in the library 
at Windsor. It is now recalled that the 
pressman employed by the royal artists 
stole quite a number of proofs and an- 
nounced their publication in a portfolio.

BERLIN, Aug. 24.—While the papers are 
flooded with details of the Czar’s approach- 
ing visit to France, confirmation of the 
announcement that he wil! also attend the 
German naval maneuvers, which was made 
in Paris some days ago, was for some 
reason, known only to official minds, kept 
back from the German public until yester- 
day. The statement that the Czar will visit 
Dantzsic in private and that no minister 
will be present 1s quite wrong. Both Count 
von Bueiow and Count Lansdorff will ac- 
company their rulers. Attempts therefore, 
to divest the meeting of a political char- 
acter are vain. Not that a A eg political 
transactions will be concluded, but_ the 
mere fact that Emperor William will have 
an opportunity of exchanging personally 
his views on pending questions is regarded 
as politically important. As a high official 
said: “The Emperors will meet as good

Although I lost a leg, I consider myself 
lucky to get away. If I had not lost my 
leg I should probably be locked up now, as 
they would have kept closer watch on me. 
I tried to get the names of more Americans 
who are held there without trial, but it is 
not easy, as their names are frequently not 
known except on one division of their own 
road. Of the names I did learn one is 
“Kid” Lewis. He is in jail in San Luis 
Potos! and has been for four years, with- 
out a trial. Lewis accidentally killed his 
fireman, who had been working under the 
engine. He gave the fireman: orders to 
come out, and the man did so, but went 
back again unbeknown to Lewis. He started 
the engine and the man was injured so 
badly he died.

If the officials of the road 
would try to get something done they could 
succeed, but as long as the train crew are 
held responsible, it relieves the railroad 
company, and as a result the officials do 
nothing. 

On June 83 last a work train on the Mexi- 
can Central, working. down below Juares 
ran over a drunken peon who had gone to 
sleep on the track. They didn’t wait to be 
arrested, but ran the whole train over the 
river back into El Paso. This action has 
caused the El Paso chamber of commerce 
to take up the matter and I understand a 
strong effort is being made to induce the 
United States Government to take some ac- 
tion that will bring the imprisoned rail- 
road men in Mexico to be brought to trial.

It is curious that this city ‘should have 
been left so completely out of the reckon- 
ing. It is a good-sized place; it has 20,000 


is the chief city of its department and the 
seat of a bishop; it Is the center of a lace 
tradé which employs 130,000 workers in the 
city and the surrounding country, and the 
said country also grows a famous brand of 
chestnuts. It is a wonderfully picturesque 
place, and it has remarkable monuments, 
ancient and modern. It has had its share 
of war and has been many times besieged, 
but never taken. Great councils of. the 
church have been held here, but they have 
turned aside from it, the last one having 
been more than six hundred years ago. 

The people here have always had a fond- 
ness for bigh places. Some eight hundred or 
nine hundred years ago they chose the top 
of a rock shaped like a huge sugar loaf as 
the best place for a chapel to St. Michael. 
Another hill, perhaps a trifie higher, was 
chosen for the cathedral, also a venerable 
building. But a rock still towered far above 
them both, and it was not till within the 
last fifty years that this was crowned with 
a colossal statue of Our Lady of France. 
As the Parthenon and Pallas stood over 
Athens, so this town igs dominated by its 
cathedral ahd by Our Lady of France. The 
Statue of Liberty seems at home in New 
York harbor: one looks for the figure of 
Germania on the Rhine, end it is natural 
and right that it should be there. But why 
should this mighty statue of the Virgin 
turn all its smiles on this little city, hidden 
in rural France, unknown to travelers and 
almost forgotten on the map? Yet here it 
stands, 75 feet tall, an image of the Virgin, 
crowned with stars, bending her mild gaze 
upon the town and holding in her arms the 
child, who raises his hand in benediction. 
The statue is painted so that it looks like 
terra cotta, but it is made from the. metal 
of more than two hundred cannon taken at 
Sebastopol. You can go inside. Just within 
the entrance hang many votive offerings 
from those whose prayers to Our Lady of 
France have been answered. The most of 
them are small slabs of marble, with brief 
inscriptions, but there are wreaths of arti- 
ficial flowers and there are grateful recog- 
nition worked on perforated paper. When 
you have looked at these you may climb up 
a winding stair and view the country 
through a lttle window in the neck of the 
statue, or even higher, by a ladder, till 
your head is within the crown. 

The view can be seen more easily from 
the base of the statue, however, than from 
its top, and from there it is quite wide 
enough. You find that you are placed upon 
a height in the midst of a great valley, like 
a round basin. All about rise the hills in

If so it would ac- 
count, too, for the other rocky pinnacles 
like it, but not so high, which you see here 
and there about you, each one bearing its 
castle or its chapel on Its top. 


When you come down the rock you can 
view the cathedral, if you did not do it on 
the way up. If you did, the chances are 
that you will feel like viewing it again. It 
is so surrounded by other buildings that it 
is hard to get a good general observation 
of it, but it Is picturesque itn its partial 
views, and within it has a fine effect of 
weight and solidity. But the most remark- 
able things about it are its facade and the 
wonderful staircase which leads straight 
up the hill to it. The staircase is about half 
as wide as the church, and when viewed 
from below it seems to lead to the 
main entrance. But the floor of the nave is 
really at about the height of the top of this 
entrance, instead of the bottom of it, and 
the imposing doorway in the facade leads 
only into a sort of crypt under the nave, 
through which the stairway stil! leads up 
and up, till at last it divides, and the eclimb- 
er, by either of two little side entrances, 
comes into the church itself, close to the 
choir. 

Quite as interesting as the cathedral, 
though It takes less time to see it, is the 
Chapel of St. Michael, on the Rock of St. 
Michael, which has already been barely 
mentioned. Hverybody» who has ever tried 
to find Kuropean cathedrals for himself 
knows their fodnness for playing hide and 
seek. They lift stately towers into the sky, 
and it seems plain that one need only 
wafch them and go toward them. But take 
the street which seems to lead directly to- 
ward them; after a dogen steps it makes a

turn, the towers vanish, you choose the 
way seems best, and presently you are lost 
in a tangle of narrow streets, with no more 
cathedral in sight than if yey were in an- 
other town.

among his claims to honor. Then you may 
come upon a queer old baptistry, fancifully 
ealled a temple of Diana, and if you do 
you will not be far from the Rock of St 


Michael. 

It is worth the climb to the top of it 
see the curious old chapel, a room seureely 
as large as an ordinary drawing room,-with 
its roof supported by a Corinthian colon- 
nade.

levels or vertical angles. 

The mean sea level has been measured 
and marked at various stations along our 
coasts, including both cceans and the Gulf 
of Mexico. 

The level is everywhere the same, wheth- 
er in a sheltered bayou orin the tumultuous 
tides of the Bay of Fundy, but observa- 
tions are naturally taken at the point of 
greatest convenience for the observers. 

The institute party carried on its work 
in a quiet inlet, called Howard's Bay, 
about a dozen miles from Machias, partly 
because the conditions were particularly 
good there and partly because the United 
States Coast and Geodetic Survey had 
measured the sea level at the same place 
some years before, and it was thus pos- 
sible to compare any results obtained with 
the official government figures. Altogether 
the observations took, from the beginning, 
nearly a full month. 

The mean sea level is the average height 
of the ocean half way between high tide 
and low tide, but fn individual observations 
this level is found to change considerably 
from day to day. 

This is due to the fact that tides are 
caused by the attraction of the sun and 
moon, being highest and lowest when the 
moon and sun pull together, as in the 
“springs;’ and showing the least varia- 


tion, as in the “‘neaps.”’

Ten miles out on the prairie the trails 
forked. Far ahead we beheld a vehicle 
coming. It was a covered buggy, drawn by 
two spanking bay horses. The occupants 
were two pretty, sun-tanned girls from the 
Half-Moon ranch, over the pastures of 
which we had been driving for miles. They 
directed us to take the right-hand road for 
Anadarko. 

Vic wanted to turn back and go to Min- 
co with the daughters of the prairie, but 
his proposition was vetoed. 

That this was a.rich land into which we 
had sailed was evidenced by the fat, glossy 
cattle grazing upon its sopes. The Half-

going Lawtonward those days, he was 
earning very respectable wages for a pral- 
rie freighter. 
That night theemules, tied together with 
& rope around a front foot of each and 
thus turned loose to graze on the prairies, 
wandered away. When morning broke, the 
major awoke and scanned the horizon with 
anxious eyes. They were nowhere in sight. 
We began to fear that we were becalmed in 
mid-prairie, but after a brief search the 
major found his animals beyond the tree 
line, down by the water. 
As we came down the long slope north 
of Anadarko the day before, Charley had 
made a discovery. It was a mountain. He 
called it a hill. Looming up, far to the 
southwest, it presented an azure curve 
against the sky. Vic declared it was only 
a cloud, but the major informed him that 
it was a peak of the Wichita mountains. 
There was a dispute as to its distance. 
Charley thought it was only five or six 
miles off. 
“It’s 40," said the major, and Charley 
laughed. 


That third day out we saw the moun- 
tain first of everything, looming large and 
faintly blue against the sky. One may go 
far to behold a more: beautiful sight than 
that. There are no foothills. The moun- 
tain rises abruptly from the plain. We 
were told that a farmer could plow right 
up to the foot of the mountain. 

As we continued southward the mountain 
seemed to grow, and on either side other 
peaks arose. These were of a more hazy 
blue, being farther away. For 40 miles we 
traveled, that first great mountain always 
in view, and the sky-blue tinge of it grad- 
ually growing more distinct, until at last 
we could see the vegetation upon its slopes. 

When we stopped for dinner at Chandler 
creek, six miles from Fort Sill and ll from 
Lawton, Charley insisted that the mountain 
could not be more than three miles away. 

A man who was running a little grocery 
and lemonade stand at the side of the road, 
and who had lived in the country 18 years, 
said that it was just 13 miles to Mt. Scott, 
that being the name of the most prominent 
peak, our friend of two days’ journey. 

This man by the roadside was John Em- 
bly, who was reared in Douglas, Ill, 18 
miles from St. Louis. He declared that 
he had no desire to return to Illinois, pre- 
ferring the prairie country. He had punched 
cattle, and had farmed for Indians‘as a 
renter. He said that there is never a se- 
vere drouth in those lands, and that along 
the creeks a bale of cotton or 40 bushels of

It was 
through one of these that Myrtle secured 
her position. She was then working in a 
box factory at $3 a week. Seeing that she 
was a hard worker and had lots of enter- 
prise, he gave her a trial. She has now 
been traveling three months, She tells 
something of her experience:

INCE I’ve been on the road I’ve learned 
S one thing—there’s lots of competition, 
No more perhaps in my business than 


say that I've had my full share of the 
trade. 

Nearly all the merchants I visited in the 
different towns had goods to sell and goods 
to give away, and it wasn’t the: easiest 
thing in the world to get them to give me 
an order. Some, no doubt, gave me a com- 
plimerftary order because I was a girl, while 
I convinced others that I had a better ar- 
ticle than anything they had on their 
shelves, and it meant money for them to 
handle it. 


How am I doing? Well, I started out on 
a salary of $8 per week, my expenses paid 
by the company, and a commission on all 
orders over a certain amount. I just made 
my salary the first week; the second week 
I received $10.50, but during the past month 
I managed, without any special effort, to 
run my salary up to $90, including my com- 
mission, of course. I generally spend a day 
in the small towns and two or three days 
in such places as Sioux City, Cedar Rapids 
ard Des Moines. I stop at the best hotels, 
travel first-class, and—I’m my own boss, 
I have it so arranged now that I can come 
to Omaha once a month, to spend a few 
days at home, and, as I’m making more 
money than any girl clerk or stenographer 


- in Omaha, I don’t see why I shouldn't be 


satisfied. 
Yes, I had to do considerable talking to

HE average every day business man 
f would feel like another and more 

healthful creature if he would but 
spend a few months in the Klondike and 
seek for adventure. 

Let him land at Juneau and cross the 
Chilkoot Pass and he will have an experi- 
ence not to be gained anywhere else on the 
western hemisphere. 

In the summer of 1898—July 5—I left Ta- 
coma, Wash., on the steamer Cottage City. 
Scenery entirely different from elsewhere 
in the world was before us. 

We passed by mountains springing out 
from the water. 

Only an idea of the gorgeous scenery may 
be received from description. Down far 
into the water the minerals from the moun- 
tains along the Inside Passage have inter- 
mixed. That is why there is the reflection 
of “emerald”? mountains from the Pacific 
waters. Of the famous Pyramids of Egypt 
the reflections of hills of the coast remind- 
ed me from their statuesque appearance. 

Through the Gates of Fort Wrangell we 
went. The little steamer hardly had room 
to pass. Trees were growing down to the 
very edges of the two points of land that 
form the Gates. 

Hours afterward we were landirg at 
Juneau. Here we found a city with electric 
lights, telephones and goodly sized stores. 
Across the waters of Juneau harbor were 
the famous Treadwell mines, owned by the 
house of Rothschild and D. O. Mills. 

A gay town is Juneau, with $100,000 a 
month to spend. This all comes from the 
mines across the bay. : 

A two hours’ rest and our party was 
on the way to Skagua—so spelled in Alaska 
~—Skaguay, or Skagway, on the Pacific 
coast. 

Here was our first real adventure. Skag- 
way, July 10, 1898, was in arms. A war of 
extermination was going on.The climax had 
been reached on the night previous, when 
a famous desperado of the gold country 
had .been killed. ‘“Soapy’’ Smith was a 
leader of a bad gang of bunco men and 
gamblers. 

As the men of our party entered the 
town the body of the dead desperado was 
a noticeable object. Near by was the 
corpse of City Marshal Frank Reld. We 
heard the story of the previous night's 
shooting. The gold that all were struggling 
for was the cause. 

A young prospector had cleaned up about 
$3000 worth and then had been buncoed out 
of it by some of the Smith gang. The 
news spread and business men of Skagway 
were aroused. The town was receiving a 
bad name. 

A meeting was called of the better ele- 
ment, and, as a result, a committee was 
sent to Smith to advise him that he cause 
the gold dust to be returned. He promised, 
but did not keep his word. 

That evening at 9 o'clock the citizens met 
on the steamboat dock and agchairman 
called them to order. Then a lone man ap- 
peared around the corner of the nearest 
gambling house., It was “Soapy”’ Smith. 
He held a Winchester rifle in the hollow of 
his arm. 

Drunk and profane he pressed up to the 
city marshal. There were words and a

In 
the Greek Church there we found handsome 
altar ornaments—gifts from the Czar of 
Feussia in the olden days when the whole 
territory w2s a part of the Russian Em- 
pire. 

Within a week we heard that Skagway was 
quiet, and back we went. Previously we 
had adventure, now we had fun. According 
to the steamer’s purser, the best hotel in 
Skagway was the Occidental. 

Leaving the ladies of our party behind, f 
went to inspect the best hotel In town. 
There was no staircase, but under some 
stairs were beds or bunks, In every room 
were cracks and chinks. On®é could see, if 
one was half curious, what one’s neighbors 
were doing in the great Occidental. 

So we didn’t stop there, but finally found 
a house with papered walls and other lux- 
uries, 

In Skagway we experienced the work of 
the confidence people. One woman had a

Especial zest Is given to this looping, be- 
cause the police authorities and others 
charged with the protection of the public 
safety have said the loop was a dangerous 
plaything and have sought to enjoin its 
owner from operating it. But the judge, 
under advice of the scientists who know 
all about centrifuga! force and the like, has 
refused to grant an injunction. 

Another reason why it is fashionable to 
loop the loop is because Minister Wu Ting

The car describes the cir- 
cle with great speed, and the headway 
gained sends it up another incline, whence 
there is an easy switchback descent to the 
starting point. Only one car is allowed on 
the loop section of the track at a time. In 
ease a car should break In the loop, it 
would simply seesaw for 4 few moments 
without harming anything. 


The loop is constructed under patents Is- 
sued to Edwin E. Prescott of Arlington, 
Mass. The steel loop is 35 feet high, and 
the distance around is a little more than 
70 feet. The car is upside down for about 
one second.

For the most parts birds not only show 
great shrewdness in eelecting a building 
site, but often adapt themselves to circum- 
stances in a way that indicates reason. 
Thus the orchard oriole on a stout limb 
builds a shallow nest, but when it chooses 
@ slender pliant bough which is certain to 
be swayed violently by high winds the 
éepth is much increased and the manner of 
fastening is different. The nest is made 
chiefly of grass, and there is no finer ex- 
ample of the weaver’s art among birds. 

Some specimens of their needlework are 
surprisingly elaborate. Alexander Wilson 
unraveled a.thread of grass from one of 
the nests and ‘‘found it to measure 13 inches 
in length, and in that distance was 34 
times hooked through and through and re- 
turned, winding round and round the nest.”

The nest of the purple grackle, another 
member of the oriole family, is. simply a 
somewhat bulky mass which may or may 
mot be cemented with mud, but even this 
unpretentious structure is built at the cost 
of much toi, An observer who had the 
patience to unravel one found it composed 
of 482 twigs, with 204 blades of grass used 
as lining. With thess were bits of bark 
of certain plants, several chicken feathers 
and a long black shoelace

®& polygamist devoid of natural affection. 
His concubine avoids trouble for herself 
and him by dropping her eggs singly in 


usually only a few feet from the ground. 
Although the nest is sometimes rather 
rough on the outside owing to the untracta- 
ble nature of some of the material used, 
it is very strong and durable. After it has 
served its original purpose, field mice have 
been known to appropriate it as a cradle 
for their young. 

The osprey, or fish hawk, builds a nest 
less remarkable for skill In architecture 
than for enormous bulk. It is occupied year 
after year and as it is repaired or has ad- 
ditions made annually it finally reaches 
such size that it would make a good load 
for a horse. Nests have been recorded 
which were nearly eight feet in diameter 
and equally deep. 

It is usually placed on the top of a tree. 
The foundation is of sticks often two or 
three feet long and an inch in diameter. On 
these are piled corn stalks, grass, straw, 
pieces of turf, sea weed, and the like. In 
some localities the purple grackle builds its 
nest in the crevices of the osprey’s nest 
and these strangely assorted neighbors live 
in perfect harmony. 

The bald eagies bulld a nest much like 
the osprey’s in a tall tree, preferably a 
dead one. They are among the earliest of 
all Jand birds to begin nesting, being whol- 
ly regardless of spring frosts, It seems cer- 
tain that bald eagles when once mated re- 
main constant to each other until one or 
the other dies, and they occupy the same 
nest with yearly additions and repairs for 
many years, so that it finally attains very 
large dimensions. ,

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water, then rub the shampoo mixture well 
into the roots. Rinse thoroughly in several 
waters. Then carefully dry. 

This will insure cleanliness of the scalp. 

Ventilation is as necessary for the roots 
of the hair as for those of a shrub or tree. 

The process of brushing the hair and 
wearing it loosely for the night permits 
the air to reach the roots. 

Friction is the most important factor in 
the care of the hair, and scalp massage 
properly performed will do more toward re- 
storing failing hair and preserving 4 
healthy growth than any other treatment. 

If Mary Black can afford to take a course 
of scalp massage, I advise it by all means. 
If she cannot avail herself of the services 
of a competent scalp operator, let her give 
herself treatments. 

To give oneself scalp massage, first loosen 
the hair and brush it gently, always brush- 
ing it away from the face. Five minutes’ 
brushing is sufficient. Part the hair in the 
middle. 

Place hte hands fingers down and gently 
push the fingers into the scalp and forward, 
making a half circle with the fingertips. 

Repeat this operation all over the head 
until every portion of the scalp has been 
massaged. 

Next make a sort of seesaw or shuttle 
movement with the fingertips all over the 
head. 

Apply a tonic, for which I give two ex- 
cellent formulas—one for dry, the other for 
oily hair—and rub briskly into the scalp. 

The nightly massage should occupy at 
least 20 minutes of time. A few moments’ 
rubbing will result in no benefit. Here jis 
the tonic for oily hair: 

Witch hazel, 2 ounces; alcohol, 2 ounces; 
distilled water, 1 ounce; resorcin, 40 grains.
